In deseribing this beautiful tree, we can do no better than to quote from ‘‘Studies 
in Ornamental Trees and Shrubs’ by Prof. Hall of Berkeley, who writes in part: 


“Another tree of this same generation’ is-growing vigorously on the University campus at Berkeley, 
and now, at 15 years of age, is in bloonr for the first time. It measures 45 feet high, and has a 
trunk diameter of 10 inches. Because of its BEAUTY AND SYMMETRY, as well as its botanical 
interest, it is justly considered the PRIDE OF THE GARDEN.” 

“The ornamental uses which can be made of this tree are numerous. It tharmonizes well with al- 
most any combination of surroundings, but is not adapted to small grounds. THE TALIM STATELY 
HABIT ADDS DIGNITY TO ANY ENVIRONMENT, while the dense and gracefully drooping foliage for- 
bids any suggestion of rigidity or coldness, and when covered with the cop'ous white bloom the tree is 
certainly a pleasing sight. As a specimen tree for large grounds, parks, and the like it is unexcelled, par- 
ticularly if plenty of room is. given it, in order that there may bv 2 Soiasumicvece development and 
that the general outline may be brought out. 

“LYONOTHAMNUS IS ESPECIALLY RECOMMENDED AS AN- AVENUR TREE. The erect habit of 
growth, moderate spread, and narrow crown, would combine with the. graceful foliage in making an 
avenue of these trees one of the most dignified and pleasing drives in the: state. It is hoped that the 
supply will soon he sufficiently: adequate to warrant their utilization for this purpose.” 

“Objection has been made to it as a lawn tree because of the litter produced, but healthy trees cast 
no appreciable amount of litter. When grown on lawns, the ground directly under the tree should be 
cultivated. The only further objection that I have heard is that it harbors black scale; this reason being 
given for its scarcity at Los Amgeles. This objection, however, is not a serious one, since black scale 
is now readily held in check by certain animal parasites. Trees at Santa Barbara and at Berkeley are , 
not infected with scale to any noticeable extent. 

“Concerning the conditions under which Lyonothamnus may be expected to thrive, we can say that, 
so far as tried, THERE HAVE BEEN NO FAILURES. These trials have been mostly in the coast + 
districts. The interior may be too dry for its best development, but this point has not yet been tested. . 
Perhaps the best specimen in cultivation is the one on the Reed grounds at Pasadena, where the sum- 
mers are quite warm and dry. Its hardiness is likewise unknown, but temperature of 25 degrees F. have 
not affected the foliage whatever.” 


We have succeeded in raising a splendid lot of these trees which we believe to be 
(with the exception of such as we have furnished other nurserymen) the only stock now 
offered. The trees are about two years old. Some are left in 4-inch pots, are about 18 
inches tall, and sell for 75 cents; others more vigorous are in 95-inch pots, about 2 feet | 
tall, and sell for $1.00, while the healthiest and qu'ckest growing have been transferred = 


to 5-gallon cans, are nearly 3 feet tall and sell for $2.00.

Introduction 


HE SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA ACCLIMATIZING ASSOCLATION was establish- 

ed in 1893 with headquarters in Montecito and began in a small way the work 

of introducing and acclimatizing beautiful and useful plants from all parts of the world, 

Later its principal place of business was moved to Santa Barbara, and in 1907 the eon- 
cern was incorporated and a considerable extension of business inaugurated. 


Though at present a great many useful and ornamental plants are growing in many 
gardens, the descendants of those brought in by the S. C. A. A., still up to 1907 the work 
was carried on with considerable difficulty, since it was well nigh impossible to finance 
what was to all intents and purposes a botanical and experimental garden on the meager 
receipts realized from sales. As a direct result of this condition, of nearly one-half the 
varieties offered in 1900, hardly a specimen can be found growing today. 


Since 1907, however, the annual volume of business has increased tenfold, and with 
larger receipts the stock of plants and facilities for growing and distributing have im- 
proved accordingly. 


Our nurseries now contain nearly 100,000 plants of about 1000 varieties; at least 500 
of these are not generally offered for sale. 


In the botanical garden are growing over 500 specimens of rare plants in a splendid 
state of cultivation, and no new introduction, if worthy, is allowed to be lost, as one or 
two specimens from which to grow new stock are always jealously kept and cared for. 


Of such plants for which a great demand can reasonably be expected, a large stock 
is on hand, while of the rarer and lesser known varieties, healthy and robust little speci- 
mens can be furnished with no more danger in transporting and transplanting than if 
ordinary nursery stock. Plants that appear weak or too young are not sent out. 


LANDSCAPE GARDENING. 


With the object of extending the care that has been given the plants in their earlier 
stages of growth also to their future development and proper placing in the landscape, 
a landscape department has been added to the business and, while the efforts in this di- 
rection have so far been largely confined to Santa Barbara and vicinity, the results have 
proven satisfactory to such a degree as to prove the services of this department ac- 
ceptable also in a larger field. Consultation by mail or in person with prospective 
clients anywhere in California has been made possible, and literature on the subject is

Prof. Hall in his ‘‘Studies in Ornamental Trees and Shrubs’’ writes in part: 


“This tree may be used as a hedge plant, as a shrub for the lawn or garden, as a specimen 
tree for large grounds, or as a street tree, and is perhaps the best of the whole list for 
general planting. The habitis dignified, yet graceful and pleasing. Its leaves are plentiful, clean, 
glossy and green. It prunes well, and so may be molded to harmonize with its surroundings. 
Eugenia is hardy for all of the coast districts of California, grows well as far north as Sacra- 
mento (and there is no reason why it should not be used much beyond this latitude), and in the 
interior at least as far as Redlands. 

“Growth is not rapid; although one specimen at Coronado attained a he‘ght of 40 feet in 
20 years. At Santa Barbara a tree 80 feet high was observed, but the age is not known. On 
the San Francisco Peninsula it is commonly grown in masses and therefore remains low. A good 
example, 20 feet high, may be seen on the Capitol grounds at Sacramento. 

‘As a street tree, Eugenia Myrtifolia would almost certainly be a splendid success. The 
difficulty of procuring a large supply of trees has prevented its use for this purpose, but they 
are now sufficiently plentiful to warrant its adoption for some of our more progressive cities.”’
